Exactly sevénteen years ago—~on 
Sunday, November 9, 1914," the, 
3,000-ton cruiser Emden - stood in 
part of the Indian 
Ocean. ‘Her ‘raiding activities had 
caused suspension of trade around 
the const of India,.and her Com- 
mander, Captain von Muller, decid-

We went ashore 50 strong, and 
began: our work at sunrise.

L waa left with 49 men sitting on

The only thing 
chance olfered as far as we could 
tee was an old auiling schooner , of 
97 tons, named Ayesha. She had

Patrol-officer Hides set out accom- 
panied only by native. police and 
carriers, and marched through ter- 
ritory hitherto totally unexplored. 
The natives he met are described as

wildeat: part of the country, prac- 
tising strango rites, particularly in 
tegard to the disposal of their dead, 
and cannibalistic by nature.” 

Several times the expedition was 
attacked. While Hides was etand- 
ing outside his tent one evening he 
heard the raitle of arrows on the 
ground and the woodwork of the 
eamp. A carrier fell with two 
arrows in his body. By the time he 
had been dragged to safety the at- 
tack had cessed and no further sign 
of the natives was seen that night.
